;Cold Floor' Problems 


Peiimeter heating, newest devel- 


opment in warm air systems, has 
been specifically designed to over- 
come the number one comfort up- 
setting problem in house heating— 
the cold floor. It is called "per- 
imeter heating" because the warm 
air from the furnace is introduced 
into the rooms from diffusers loca- 
ted at the base of the outside walls 
under the windows—at the per- 
imeter of the house: 


Reason for locating warm air dif- 


fusers at the base of outside walls 
is because these aieas account for 
from 65 to 80 percent of the heat 
which is lost from a house. 


All houses lose heat when the 


outside temperatures 
fall below 


the comfort point. That is why it is 
necessary to have a heating sys- 
tem in the house. 


But it has been found that var- 


ious areas of the house lose more 
of the heat than others. Percent- 
agewise, the locations responsible 
for heat loss are about as follows: 
ceiling;, 13.2 percent: floor, 7.8 per 
cent: putsicle walls. 30 per cent; 
doors, 16 1 per cent;^and windows, 
32.6 per cent. When "you figure up 
the percentage of heat loss for 
which the outside walls, doors, and 
windows are responsible, you will 
find that these areas account for 
79 per cent of the total heat lost. 


Conduct Kc<>earch 


Heating scientists 
have 
found 


that to make a house really com- 
fortable the heating system should 
"replace heat that is lost, as fast 
as it is lost, at the point where it 
is lost." This point, as shown by 
the above percentage figures, is the 
outside wall areas of the house. 


By locating warm air diffusers at 


the base of the outside walls, pre- 
ferably under the windows (window 
glass loses heat faster than any 
. other builolng material). The warm 


I air heating engineer uses a funda- 
mental law of physics to provide 
comfort for the home owner. This 
is the fact that as air is warmed it 
becomes lighter in weight and, 
accordingly, rises. By directing a 
flow of warm air upward along the 
walls and windows the perimeter 
system warms these areas so that 
none of the room air in contact 
with them can become 
chilled. 


Thus, no cold air can fall to the 
floor to form drafts. 
"" 


As evidence that this wonderful 


comfort objective is achieved the 
traditional 
"cold" 
air 
return 


grilles, usually located under the 
windows in olde,p- systems, have 
been eliminated. The air is le- 
turned to the furnace through a 
grille located on an inside wall. 
In fact, even the term "cold air 
icturn" is no longer used because 
there is no "cold" air to return to 
the furnace. 


<;<•( Good Hcsults 


Under stringent tests at the Uni- 


versity of Illinois, the warm air 
perimeter heating 
system 
has 


demonstrated very good results. 
Temperature 
differences of only 


two degrees or less between floor 
and ceiling are not at all uncom- 
mon with this system. 


This means that the kiddies can 


play on the floor even on the cold- 
est winter days without mother 
worrying that they are sitting in 
a draft. In fact, the colder the 
weather outside, the 
better 
the 


system 
functions 
in 
adding 


warmth to the walls and windows 
of the house. 


Another advantage is that by 


keeping a constant stream of mov- 
ing warm air across the window 
surfaces this system forestalls con- 
densation on glass areas—acting 
much like the windshield defroster 
in your automobile.

Efficient feeding of the laying 


flock is as important as providing 
a properly-balanced ration. To as- 
sure maximum egg production, the 
poultry raiser must provide ample 
feeding space for the hens. Several 
portable, sturdy, dry mash feed- 


ers are the answer to the* feeding 
problem. 


Experience indicates that every 


100 hens should have not less than 
30 or 32 feet of space at the 
trough. In a 20'x20' house contain- 
ing 100 hens, four reel mash feed- 
ers, like the one shown, should 
be provided. This U-bottom feeder 
minimizes waste and keeps the 
feed clean. Feed is readily acces- 
sible. With plenty of feeding room, 
even the non-aggressive hen will 
get her share. 


Reel mash feeders, which get 


their name from the revolving 
piece of 1" x 2" lumber mounted 
on spikes to keep the hens from 
perching over the trough, are 4' 
long, 21" high and 16" wide. Rec- 
ommended for the trough portion 
is Masonite,^" tempered presd- 
wood, because of its toughness and 
durability. A piece 4' long and l>i' 
wide is needed. Other material re- 
quired : One piece of 1 by 6 lumber 


l feet long, a 1 by 4 of 8-foot 


length, another that is 7' long, and 
a 1 by 2 that is a half inch longer 
than 4'; a half pound each of eight- 
penny and four-penny nails. 


Here's How 
To Install 
Panel Work 


Here are some easy instructions 


for installing wood panels in new 
homes or remodeling projects. 


First consideration is the selec 


lion of the correct type-and thick 
ness. A tempered product should 
be used in kitchens, bathrooms or 
basements, due to the high humid- 
ity. The same type is specified 
also where there will be hard wear 
and abrasion as in floors, wainscots 
or work surfaces. 


Any thickness may be used (or 


application<over solid backing such 
as plaster, wood, and rock lath. 
The thinnest wood available for 
this purpose is one-eighth inch 
thick. For application over an open 
framework of studs, joists or fur- 
ring strips spaced not more than 
16" on 
center, the hardboard 


should be at least 3/16" thick. 


Surface Must Be Straight 


Before applying the panels over 


a solid backing, the 
supporting 


surface should be straight, firmly 
attached and dry. If nails are used, 
the backing material must be cap- 
able of sufficient nail-holding pow- 
er. If an adhesive is used, remove 
any old wallpaper or loose paint 
and scratch the painted surface to 
provide a direct bond to the back- 
ing. 


In a ceiling height installation, 


draw a plumb line from ceiling to 
floor wheiever a joint will occur 
and use this line as a guide for 
cutting and fitting. 


If panels are applied over open 


framing, the studs, furring strips 
or joists should be true and in 
straight alignment. Sufficient fram- 
ing should be supplied so that all 
edges of the panels will bear on a 
continuous support. 


Joint treatment should be plan- 


ned. Panels should be fitted loose- 
ly so they will not have to be 
forced into place. Leave a slight 
space at all jjoints. The joints may 
be left exposed or covered with 
wood, metal, or wood molding. 


Nail Hole* May Be Filled 


Box nails or countersunk' nails 


may be used if nail heads are not 
objectionable. If nail heads are to 
be minimized, use finishing or 
casing nails. If the nail heads are 
to be concealed, use casing nails, 
setting them slightly below the 
surface and filling the hole with 
putty or plastic wood after the 
prime coat of paint has been ap- 
plied.

How to Make Balky Motors Behave 


BY MR. FIX 


It scents that almost everyone 


who has ever owned a gasoline- 
powcied lawn mower lias at some 
time supptcssed an uige to Rive it 
full thiottlc and let the infernal 
machine tun itself to pieces—if it 
would lun at all. 


KOI power lawn moweis—like 


their pilots—seem subject to fits 
of temperament. Without appa- 
rent ioat.on they balk or quit, us- 
ually at eiucial moments. 


Engine won't start. Theie could 


be thioe trouble spots: in the 
carbuietor, ignition system, or m 
the engine itself. 


If the mower hasn't been in use 


for seveial months, the caiburetor 
has probably become gummed up 
and isn't feeding gasolhie. 


Move the choke backward and 


foiwaid while trying to start the 
engine. Thoroughly clean the car- 
buretoi, if necessary. 


Next, check the ignition system 


by icmoving the spark plug wire 
at the plug and hold the tip about 
H-mch fiom the cylinder head 
while cianking the engine. If a 
spaik jumps the gap, the system 
is piobably all right. If theie is 
no spaik, the spark plug may be 
bioken or gone bad. A broken 
plug will not fire properly, even 
though theie may still be a spark. 


If the spark plug's poicclam is 


bioken. replace the plug. 


Accumulations of gum and car- 


bon may have caused the plug to 
foul Clean the electrodes at the 
base of the plug, readjust the gap 
between elect!odes, and try again. 


When all this is to no avail, you 


can be almost certain the tiouble 
is in the engine itself. Such con- 
ditions as loss of engine compies- 
sion, sticking, or b:-Keii valves, 
worn pistons, bearings or cylinder 
walls all demand ovcthaul by an 
expert.

Engine idles, but quits when 


accelerated. This occuis when the 
engine is cold and dechoked. or 
when it is hot and fully choked. 
Or a partially clogged fuel line 
may be allowing only enough gaso- 
line thiough the line to feed the 
engine at slow speeds. Be sure 
to open the choke of cold engine 
and close it after it wamis up. 


Engine runs s!6wly, lacks power. 


This condition Indicates a need to 
consult a repairman, for it may 
mean a partially clogged gas line, 
use of wrong gasoline, worn en- 
gine parts, etc. . 


By careful maintenance some of 


these problems can be avoided: 
others can't be anticipated. Hole's 
wishing you luck.

Many correspondents have writ» 
en to this column asking about 
hi allergic disease known as ur- 
icaria or hives. This is one of those 
onditions which is brought about 
y sensitivity to some substance to 
•hich most people can come in 
on'tact without causing difficulty. 
Hives usually arises suddenly 
ith the appearance of large red 
pots on the skin. These bumps 


may appear almost anywhere on 
he body, but are quite likely to 
nvolve a good portion of the skin 
overing. 
They look reddish and swollen 
nd are almost always associated 
'ith severe itching, which brings 
ith it an irresistable desire to 
cratch. 
Many substances can produce 
ives, but strawberries and certain 
sh foods like crabmeat have been 
articularly often incriminated in 
lis respect. 
However, urticaria can develop 
•om almost any food, drug and 
•om such other things as insect 
ites, furs, infections or even Just 
eat or cold. The urticaria can 
ast for a few hours only or for 
ays, weeks or even months at a 
me. 
The proper line of attack on 
ives is to try to determine the 
ause. Unfortunately, the skin of 
many people with hives does not 
eact to testing with the substance 
/hich causes the disease. This is 
erhaps because they are sensi- 
ve to the offending substance 
•hen swallowed, but not when ap- 
lied to the skin. 
Trial diets and other means of 
etermining the cause may have 
o be tried, therefore. If the cause 
an be discovered, the 
proper 


reatment is to remove it by cut 
ing it out of the diet or by elimi' 
.ating whatever is responsible. 
The one bright spot in treatment 


which has been developed in re 


enl years is the use of certain 
drugs going under the name of 
'antihistamines." Several of these 
ubstances are on the market un- 
ler various names. 
Each of them has certain ad' 


vantages and certain disadvan 
ages and should not be taken ex< 
cept under competent medical ad 
vice. They do not cure the un< 
derlying condition, but frequently 
ring relief from the itching and 
mprovement' in the appearance of 
he skin sometimes for hours at a 
Ime.

remely useful in bringing relief

be put on the surface of the skin 
which will make the urticaria dis- 
appear. Even the Itching can be 
only partially relieved while the 
urticaria ii present.

While the watermelon season Is 


°"A <J°n't forget that the rosy-ripe 
fi"h is not the only delicious part 
of the melon. Pickles 
and pre- 


serves made from the greenish- 
white portion of the rind just under 
the green skin have a piquancy 
which make them particularly suit- 
able for serving with either hot or 
cold meats. 


Spicy sirup and vinegar impart 


a special flavor to. watermelon 
pickles. Note, in the 
following 


recipe from the U. S. Department 
oJPAgriculture, that the several 
kinds of spices used to make a 
good blend of flavors, are. used 
whole. They 
should be tide in a 


bag, dropped Into the boiling sirup, 
then removed before the pickles 
are packed into jars. 


Ingredients: 4 pounds watermel- 


on rind: llmewater made with 2 
quarts cold water and 1 tablespoon 
of lime (calcium oxide purchased 
from drug store); 2 tablespoons 
v>flile allspice: 2 tablespoons whole 
cloves; 10 two-inch pieces stick 
cinnamon; 1 quart 
vinegar; 4 


pounds sugar. 


To Make: Select thick rind form 


a firm, not overripe melon. Trim 
off the green skin and pink flesh. 
Weigh 4 pounds of the remaining 
portion, cut up into i-inch cubes. 
Soak for an hour in limewater. 
Drain; cover with fresh water and 
cook for I'/i hours, or until ten- 
djjt Add more water as needed. 
D™in. 


Put spices loosely in a clean, 


thin, white cloth; tie top tightly. 
Bring* to boiling the spices, vine- 
gar, 1 quart water and sugar. Add 
watermelon rind and boil gently 
for two hours. Remove spice bag. 
Pack rind in clean, hot jars which 
have just been boiled 15 to 20 
minutes. Fill jars to top with hot 
sirup. Seal tightly. Makes about 
6 >(|/nts. 


Or, if you prefer, let the water- 


melon stand 
overnight 
covered 


with the sirup. In the morning, re- 
move spice bag. Boil 1 minute. 
Then pack into jars, cover with 
sirup and seal tightly. 


Watermelon preserves are less 


tart and spicy than the pickles, 
since no vinegar is used in their 
preparation and, if a more bland 
taste is desired, the spices may be 
lefo out entirely.

Dulles then said he has a high 


personal regard for Stevenson, but 
"eels the Democratic nominee isn't 
qualified for the White House. 


A reporter noted that Dulles said 


Stevenson lacks the power of de- 
cision. It perhaps would have been 
>etter, Dulles said, to have put it 
his way: 


"No one, without past experience 


n making grave decisions, can all 
of a sudden be qualified to make 
he type of grave decisions that are 
going to be required while we are 
n the twilight zone between war 
and peace. 


"Gen. Eisenhower, through his 


experience, has 
developed and 


demonstrated that capacity. It is 
at least highly problematical that 
Gov. Stevenson has it." 


Two Differences 


In reply to a question, Dulles 


said there are two major differ- 
ences between administration for- 
eign policy and the course Eisen- 
lower advocates. 


"First," said Dulles, "we Repub- 


leans advocate a global, balanced 
whey which will treat the people 
of the "Far East, Middle East, and 
Africa'as equals and first class 
members of the free world, and 
not as second class expendibles, 
.vhich is the administration's poli- 
cy. 


"The second difference is that 


we will abandon the policy of mere 
containment of Communism and 
will actively develop a resistance 
spirit within the captive peoples, 
which—in my opinion—is the only 
alternative to a general war. 


. Must Be Stopped 


"I believe this type of aggressive 


despotism (Communism), unless 
stopped from within, will keep on 
going until it has to be stopped 
from without." 


Instead of a policy of contain- 


ment, Dulles said, the Republicans 
would "assume the psychological 
offensive and not be satisfied by 
mere defensive policy that doesn't 
work."

NEW YORK—(AP)—An astron- 


omer predicts metor showers dur- 
ing the next few nights—accom- 
panied by a flurry of "flyjng sau- 
cer" reports. 
• 


Robert R. Coles, chairman of the 


Hayden planetarium of the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, 
said last night that nieteor parti- 
cles, also known as shooting stars, 
would break through the heavens 
nightly through Aug. 13. 


"If the skies are clear," Coles 


said, "there will probably be a 
arger than average crop of flying 
aucer reports around Aug. 12, 
but these will be caused by the 
Preseid meteor shower." 


The Perseid display is so-called 


because the shooting star trails 
appear to converge on the constel- 
lation of Perseus, Coles said. 


The particles disintegrate into 


dust as they fall, he added, and 
won't hurt you.

figure in the "China lobby" case 
is being replaced as military at- 
tache to the Chinese Embassy. • 


The embassy announced yester- 


day that a successor has been 
named to Brig. Gen. Peter T. K. 
Pee. 
But it said the move was 


routine — that attaches usually 
serve two years and Pee 
has 


served four. 


The "China lobby" case center- 


ed around charges by Sen. Morse 
(R-Ore.) that efforts 
had 
been 


made to influence U.. S. officials 
in favor of Chinese Nationalists. 


To support his point Morse in 


April made public 23 cablegrams 
sent to Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek in 1949 and 1950. Pee was 
one of two ,men who allegedly 
signed .the cablegrams. 


Pee and the alleged co-signer of 


the cablegrams said at the time 
they were "fabrications" and "dis- 
tortions." 
Efforts to prove other- 


wise apparently have failed. The 
Justice department said to have 
reported that'the signatures could 
not be authenticated because they 
were in Chinese.
